SCIhNT;PIC EXCURSON.I 


The Truckee Republican says: 
•After a five week's sojourn in Noth- 


ern California, the botanical expedition 
organized by Prof. J. Gr. Lemmou and 
Miss Saru A. Plummer, has returned. 
Their route included Pyramid Lake, the 
Humboldt Desert, 
Buffalo 
Canyon, 


Surprise Valley, Cedarville; the lava 
beds of Modoc county, Eagle Lake, the 
Susanviiletcountry, Mountain Meadows, 
Big Meadows, Greenville, Taylorville, 
Mohawk Valley and Quincy. About 
five hundred miles were included in the 
journey. They discovered 
sixty-four 


plants unknown to them, among which 
are doubtless many unknown to science. 
They found one shrub resembling the 
cherry or prnnus, in bark, taste, color 
of flower.and general characteristics, ex- 
cept instead of one carpel or fruit, it 
had from two to five carpels in a cluster. 
This must constitute a new geni, noth- 
ing like it ever having been discovered. 
They also found a new prostrate cean- 
othus, or California tea plant; a new 
trifolinm or clover, and a new fern: 
Considering the great popularity of the 
ferns, this last discovery is perhaps the 
most important of all. Many discoveries 
were made regarding the extension of 
plants. Several new plants discovered 
by Prof. Lemmon ner Truckee and 
Sierra Valley, and which have been 
named after him, were found almost as 
far North as the Oregon boundary. A 
great deal of the time the weather was 
unpropitions, and the flora was found 
to be very backward aud scant. The 
result, however, justify the most san- 
guine hopes entertained at the out- 
set.

conipanied 
the 
party 
throughout 


the entire journey.

Plummer 


now makes a tour of the Eastern States, 
visiting Dr. Gray and presenting the 
specimens recently procured.
